Manor Junior College offers a two-year 
curriculum leading to the associate degrees in 

Arts and Science. 
Manor Junior College is approved by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and affiliated 
with the Catholic University of America. 
After two years of specialized training, 
students are prepared to continue their studies 
in a senior college, or to enter the business 
world in positions as executive, legal, or 
medical secretaries. 
The college affords instructional advantages 
through smaller classes and closer personal 
contact with members of the faculty. 
Manor also offers a wide opportunity for the 
development of personality, efficiency, and 
intelligent leadership, since projects carried out 
in a limited group demand the effort of each 
individual in the group. 
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The Liberal Arts Terminal course is planned 
for those who intend to complete their formal 
education in the two years at Manor. A wide 
range is given in the choice of elective 
subjects. 

The Liberal Arts Transfer course is 
planned for those who, upon completion of 
their studies at Manor Junior College, intend 
to continue their work in a senior college or 
university. 
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The Secretarial Science 
department aims to prepare 
students to fill responsible positions 
in the business world, and at the 
same time to acquire a broad 
cultural background. It is so 
coordinated with the Liberal Arts 
program as to give the student a 
better occupational opportunity , a 
professional competence, and an 
appreciation of her cultural 
heritage. 

The student’s training in the 
ethical and religious field is 
directed to social as well as to 
individual needs. 
The Medical Secretarial course 
trains secretaries not only in 
stenographic skill but also in the 
special field of medical science to 
prepare the students to be 
intelligent, competent secretaries in 
hospitals and for doctors in private 
offices. 

The Executive Secretarial course 
is intended for those who desire 
training for office positions at a 
high level. This course prepares the 
student to be an efficient private, 
institutional, or business 

secretary. 

The Legal Secretarial 
curriculum trains secretaries not 
only in stenographic skill but also 
in the special field of legal science 
to prepare students to be 
intelligent, competent secretaries in 
courts, law offices, and legal 
departments of banks, trust 
companies, or business 

corporations. 
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What, exactly, is it like to be a 
resident student? It means many 
things: learning to accept 
responsibilities, closer-knit 
relations with fellow students, and 
many other things too numerous to 
mention. 

What does it mean to live in the 
dorm? Let us go back to 
September. All residents, new and 
old, are arriving. For the 
sophomores, it means greeting old 
friends, getting acquainted with the 
freshmen whom they will counsel, 
and reminiscing over events which 
happened during their first year at 
Manor. 
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For the freshmen, most of whom had never 
been away from home for more than a week, it 
means saying “good-bye” to family and friends, 
meeting new friends with whom they will be 
living for the next nine months, and learning to 
adjust to a totally new life — the life of a college 
student.

Joseph Cardinal Slipy 


The Reverend Joseph Slipy, Archt ishop-Major 
and Metropolitan of the Ukrainian Catholic Church 
in western Ukraine, was recently named to the 
Sacred College of Cardinals by Pope Paul VI. Met- 
ropolitan Slipy was among the 27 prelates from 
Europe, Africa, Asia, North America, and Latin 
America elevated to the Cardinal ate. 

Cardinal-designate Slipy had been imprisoned 
in a Soviet jail for 18 years on charges of “high 
treason” and “collaboration” with the German oc- 
cupation authorities in Ukraine. Through the direct 
intervention of the late Pope John XXIII, he was 
released in January, 1963. 

One year after his release, Cardinal-designate 
Slipy was granted, by Pope Paul VI, the title of 
Archbishop-Major, which ranks next to the pa- 
triarch in Eastern-Rites. 

An Archbishop-Major may govern a metropolitan 
see not dependent on a patriarchate. He may es- 
tablish eparchies (diocese), call for special prayers, 
revise liturgical books, appoint a personal repre- 
sentative to the Holy See. 

Cardinal-designate Slipy, the first prelate to be 
named Archbishop-Major, is the fourth Ukrainian 
prelate to be made Cardinal.
